Limit on Forces 
Cut From Bill 


H o u s e Committee Head 
Say s Vote 18 to 15 
in Support 


Washing ton, March 15 (jP) — 
The House Armed Serv ices Com­ 
mittee today knocked out of ita 
military manpower bill the 4-mil­ 
lion-man limit on the size of the 
armed forces. 
Chairman Vinson (D-Ga.) said 
the v ote was 18 to 15 in support 
of a mov e he made to strike the 
ceiling from the committee's bill 
to widen the draft and set up 
univ ersal military training . 
The action was taken in closed 
session. 
Any limit on the size of the 
armed forces has been opposed 
by President Truman and mili­ 
tary leaders, but the 4-milllon 
man ceiling was passed by the 
Senate. 
Vinson said the House com­ 
mittee rejected. 9 -24, an earlier 
amendment by Rep. Short of Mis­ 
souri, ranking Republican mem­ 
ber. to Impose a 3,200,000 man 
ceiling . 
The committee also rejected 
an amendment by Rep. Norblad 
<R-Ore.) to limit the size to 
3,500,000.

HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 
One of the advertisements that comes in the 
mail- to all physicians is an illustration of a man 
just past middle-age, shoveling snow, and under the 
illustration is the word “DON’T.” The man has high 
blood pressure. The illustration is advertising the 
merits of a certain drug whipfy dilates or opens up 
the bloodvessels by releasing the tension on the 
elastic walls of the bloodvessels. By opening up or 
relax ing the walls, less pressure by the heart is 
needed to pump the blood through tkese relax ed 
vessels than when they are tensed. 
Naturally I cannot mention the drug, not be­ 
cause it is not helpful but because there are other 
drugs available that will act similarly. However, 
some of the other advice in the advertising litera­ 
ture may be applied to all cases of high blood 
pressure and should prove valuable to high blood 
pressure patients, without interfering with the ad­ 
vice given by their physicians. In fact this same 
advice is given by all physicians in the treatment of 
this condition. 
Cultivate sensible living habits, avoiding 'un­ 
necessary’ physical and emotional stress. We must 
all face some physical and emotional stress but we 
can avoid that which is unnecessary. 
Don’t worry about your blood pressure and ask 
your doctor to take it every time you consult him 
because the blood pressure varies hourly even in 
normal individuals and even more in those with 
high blood pressure. 
~ 
Real relax ation—mental as well as physical— 
may decrease the systolic pressure (with cuff tight­ 
ly inflated) as much as 40 mm. and the diastolic 
pressure (with cuff loosened) by 20 mm. 
While many physicians advise strict dieting or 
reduction of food, all that is usually needed in high 
blood pressure is to cut down on table salt in and 
on foods. To many the trying to follow faithfully a 
reducing diet would so upset them that it would 
really increase their blood pressure if they failed 
to follow a very strict diet. 
Another sensible suggestion is in the matter of 
ex ercise. Unless there are heart or blood pressure 
complications such as enlargement of the heart or 
very high diastolic pressure, light ex ercise is really 
advisable. In doubtful cases, ex ercise such as regu­ 
lar walks or light home or office duties, is advis­ 
able, if short rests during the day can be taken. 
With the physician prescribing a drug or drugs 
to control blood pressure and the patient following 
sensible living habits, high blood pressure need not 
be dangerous.

Now that you have made out your federal 
income tax, the deadline for which return 
is tonight, you carf proceed with your state 
income tax, which is due on or before 
April 16. 
The Legislature and the governor have 
done a good Job again this year by continu­ 
ing the ten per cent reduction. State per­ 
sonal income tax and unincorporated busi­ 
ness taxpayers will save more than thirty-six 
million dollars because of these tax reduc­ 
tions. The state income taxpayers will save 
more than thirty million dollars and the 
unincorporated business taxpayers will save 
an estimated six million dollars. 
* The state income tax is again payable at 
ninety per cent of the normal rates, which 
range from two per cent on the first $1,000 
of taxable income to seven per cent on all 
over $9,000 of taxable income. 
The net capital gain tax, reported with 
the income tax, also is payable at ninety 
per cent of the normal rates, which range 
from one per cent on the first $1,000 to 
three and one-half per cent on all over. 
$9,000. 
The unincorporated business tax again is 
payable at three per cent. The normal rate 
is four per cent. 
State income tax returns for 1950 must 
be filed by single persons who had net in­ 
come and net capital gain of $1,000 or ■more 
last year and by married couples who to­ 
gether had net income and net capital gain 
of $2,500 or more.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

DULLES DESERVES THANKS 
John Foster Dulles has just given his coun­ 
try and the world a superb demonstration 
of capable diplomacy at work. 
With very little fanfare, he went out to 
the Far East to talk about a Japanese peace 
treaty, not only affecting Japan and the U. S. 
but 
Australia, 
New 
Zealand 
and 
the 
Philippines. 
When he came back, he brought the draft 
of a peace document, acceptable in its basic 
terms to the United States, Japan and our 
principal Pacific Allies. In other words, he 
has achieved the biggest single forward step 
toward a treaty since World War II ended. 
This job was accomplished by Dulles and 
whatever staff he may have used. There 
were no widely heralded peace conferences 
In gilded government halls. There was no 
protracted wrangling over terms. 
If the draft now on the table can be put 
into final form without losing any of the 
excellent harmony which exists among the 
prospective signatory nations, then before 
too many months have passed we should be 
formally at peace with Japan. 
It is notable that this country and the 
others involved propose to move toward a 
final settlement in the same way they have 
proceeded thus far: using normal diplomatic 
channels. Once again, therefore, the too 
often fruitless big conference will be avoided. 
Russia, of course, has no part in these 
negotiations. The Kremlin has blocked every 
attempt to attain a Japanese settlement. If 
it were now invited to participate, it would 
simply sabotage the discussions by raising 
impossible demands. 
East-West relations in Asia have deterio­ 
rated too much for the Soviet Union even to 
Le considered. The only issue in the Orient 
b how to resist marauding communism, not 
how to negotiate with it 
That fact is reflected in the terms we and 
the Japanese are agreed to in th? treaty 
draft brought back by Dulles. Of their own

That Body of Yours 


HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 
One of the advertisem ents th at comes in the 
mail to all physicians is an illustration of a man 
just past middle-age, shoveling snow, and under the 
illustration is the word “DON’T.” The man has high 
blood pressure. The iUustration is advertising the 
m erits of a certain drug whipfo dilates or opens up 
the bloodvessels by releasing the tension on the 
elastic walls of the bloodvessels. By opening up or 
relaxing the walls, less pressure by the heart is 
needed to pump the blood through tkese relaxed 
vessels than when they are tensed. 
N aturally I cannot mention the drug, not be­ 
cause it is not helpful but because there are other 
drugs available th at will act similarly. However, 
some of the other advice in the advertising litera­ 
ture may be applied to all cases of high blood 
pressure and should prove valuable to high blood 
pressure patients, without interfering with the ad­ 
vice given by their physicians. In fact this same 
advice is given by all physicians in the treatm ent of 
this condition. 
Cultivate sensible living habits, avoiding ’un­ 
necessary’ physical and emotional stress. We must 
all face some physical and emotional stress but we 
can avoid that which is unnecessary. 
Don’t worry about your blood pressure and ask 
your doctor to take it every time you consult him 
because the blood pressure varies hourly even in 
normal individuals and even more in those with 
high blood pressure. 
* 
Real relaxation—m ental as well as physical— 
may decrease the systolic pressure (with cuff tight­ 
ly inflated) as much as 40 mm. and the diastoUc 
pressure (with cuff loosened) by 20 mm. 
While many physicians advise strict dieting or 
reduction of food, all that is usually needed in high 
blood pressure is to cut down on table salt in and 
on foods. To many the trying to follow faithfuUy a 
reducing diet would so upset them th at it would 
really increase their blood pressure if they failed 
to follow a very strict diet. 
Another sensible suggestion is in the m atter of 
exercise. Unless there are heart or blood pressure 
complications such as enlargem ent of the heart or 
very high diastolic pressure, Mght exercise is really 
advisable. In doubtful cases, exercise such as regu­ 
lar walks or light home or office duties, is advis­ 
able. if short rests during the day can be taken. 
W ith the physician prescribing a drug or drugs 
to control blood pressure and the patient following 
sensible living habits, high blood pressure need not 
be dangerous.

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STATE INCOME TAX 
Now that you have made out your federal 
income tax, the deadline for which return 
is tonight, you cart proceed with your state 
income tax, which is due on or before 
April 16. 
The Legislature and the governor have 
done a good Job again this year by continu­ 
ing the ten per cent reduction. State per­ 
sonal income tax and unincorporated busi­ 
ness taxpayers will save more than thirty-six 
million dollars because of these tax reduc­ 
tions. The state income taxpayers will save 
more than thirty million dollars and the 
unincorporated business taxpayers will save 
an estimated six million dollars. 
• The state income tax is again payable at 
ninety per cent of the normal rates, which 
range from two per cent on the first $1,000 
of taxable income to seven per cent on all 
over $9,000 of taxable income. 
The net capital gain tax, reported with 
the income tax, also is payable at ninety 
per cent of the normal rates, which range 
from one per cent on the first $1,000 to 
three and one-half per cent on all over. 
$9,000. 
The unincorporated business tax again is 
payable at three per cent. The normal rate 
is four per cent. 
State income tax returns for 1950 must 
be filed by single persons who had net in­ 
come and net capital gain of $1,000 or Tnore 
last year and by married couples who to­ 
gether had net income and net capital gain 
of $2,500 or more. 
We get a lot of aid from our state tax 
money because our state government is ably 
conducted.

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HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 
One of the advertisements that comes in the 
mail to all physicians is an illustration of a man 
just past middie-age, shoveling snow, and under the 
illustration is the word “DON’T.” The man has high 
blood pressure. The illustration is advertising the 
merits of a certain drug whipb dilates or opens up 
the bloodvessels by releasing the tension on the 
elastic walls of the bloodvessels. By opening up or 
relaxing the walls, less pressure by the heart is 
needed to pump the blood through tkese relaxed 
vessels than when they are tensed. 
Naturally I cannot mention the drug, not be­ 
cause it is not helpful but because there are other 
drugs available that will act similarly. However, 
some of the other advice in the advertising litera­ 
ture may be applied to all cases of high blood 
pressure and should prove valuable to high blood 
pressure patients, without interfering with the ad­ 
vice given by their physicians. In fact this same 
advice is given by all physicians in the treatm ent of 
this condition. 
Cultivate sensible living habits, avoiding ‘un­ 
necessary’ physical and emotional stress. We must 
all face some physical and emotional stress but we 
can avoid that which is unnecessary. 
Don’t worry about your blood pressure and ask 
your doctor to take it every time you consult him 
because the blood pressure varies hourly even in 
normal individuals and even more in those with 
high blood pressure. 
‘ 
Real relaxation—mental as well as physical— 
may decrease the systolic pressure (with cuff tight­ 
ly inflated) as much as 40 mm. and the diastolic- 
pressure (with cuff loosened) by 20 mm. 
While mány physicians advise strict dieting or 
reduction of food, all that is usually needed in high 
blood pressure is to cut down on table salt in and 
on foods. To many the trying to follow faithfully a 
reducing diet would so upset them that it would 
really increase their blood pressure if they failed 
to follow* a very strict diet. 
Another sensible suggestion is in the m atter of 
exercise. Unless there are heart or blood pressure 
complications such as enlargement of the heart or 
very high diastolic pressure, light exercise is really 
advisable. In doubtful cases, exercise such as regu­ 
lar walks or light home or office duties, is advis­ 
able. if short rests during the day can be taken. 
With the physician prescribing a drug or drugs 
to control blood pressure and the patient following 
sensible living habits, high blood pressure need not 
be dangerous.

Sto ra g e Pla nt Fig ures 
With only one-third of the stor­ 
age plants in -.he county so far 
contacted, these are the figures 
which Schantz receiv ed, each fig­ 
ure representing the numb er of 
pounds of the food av ailab le: 
Pork, fresh and frozen, 256,040; 
b eef, Jamb , v eal, fresh and frozen, 
189,995; pork, smoked or cured, 
126,560; processed meats (such a* 
frankfurters), 
26,000; 
poultry, 
430,774. 
Other foods include lard, 85,- 
000; cheese, 1,170,252; frozen fish, 
41,316: frozen fruits and v egeta­ 
b les. 273,193; raisins and prunes, 
6,680; eggs, 2,400; dried milk, 2,- 
700, and frozen juices, 17,099. 
As a part of th^ plan to feed 
ev acuees, Civ il Defense officials 
are proceeding with plans to es­ 
tab lish, stockpiles of staples at two 
centers, the county home at New 
Paltz and the city home in Kings­ 
ton.

Under New Order 
The Office of Price Stabilization 
announced this week that restau­ 
rant prices will go under a new 
control order at the beginning of 
April, Eating places must then 
base their menu .prices on food 
costs per dollar of sales during 
one of two base periods—either 
the calendar year 1949 or the 12 
months ending last June 30 (the 
restaurant may choose which one). 
Restaurants which

cost-price margins after the Ko- 
f’ean war began will have to roll­

costs go down, their prices must 
be reduced to restore the correct 
ratio. On the other hand, if food 
costs rise, then restaurant prices 
may also be increased.

Cook 3 to 5 minutes dep ending on j 
th e firmness desired.

Salt and vinegar qre unneces- 1 
sary to p oach ing. Milk or broth 
may be used instead of water. 
Broiled Eggs 
Heat just enough fat to grease 1 
a sh allow skillet or flame-p roof 
baking dish . Wh en fat is just h ot 
enough to sizzle a drop of water, 
break eggs an<j slip into skillet— 
from a sauce disn if p referred. 
Cook on top th e range just until 
eggs turn wh ite, about 1 minute. 
Place skillet in h eated broiler and 
broil eggs at moderate temp era­ 
ture to desired, doneness, 2 to 4 
minutes.
